provement. Her Injuries are not re- 
garded as fatal and while she was 
reacting from the shock and exhibit- 
ing nervousness and some pain in the 
head, due to the bullet which lodged 
there, no symptoms of serious cornpll- 
! cations were .seen 
' 
Mrs. Cunningham has one bullet 


' from a .32-calibre revolver In the 
head, this entering behind the left 
ear 
The second bullet is below the 


• left shoulder blade 
The range taken 


'by tooth bullets has not been learned, 
but X-ray plates which were to be 
taken sometime this morning were 
expected to show just where thpy 
ha\e lodged. Unles* the bullets have 
lodged in some vital point or are de- 
pressing nerves or blood vessels, they 
will be probably left where they are. 
Unless the X-ray plate shows that 
they are In a region from which they 
should be immpdiately removed, no 
operation is likely. Mrs Cunningham 
passed a fairly comfortable night and 
a more optimistic view of her condi- 
tion was taken today. It is believed 
that the pistol %%hich 'Cunningham 
used was a cheap one and one in 
•which the cartridges had been a long 
time, these deteiorating and not hav- 
ing the drhing force that new cart- 
ridges would have had. 
Counsel for Cunningham, who re- 


mained in the city jail last night in 
order to be protected asanst himself, 
stated today" that probably no action 
would be takpn in the case for several 
day=. It was made clear that in the 
light of l^'tc-rs written by Cunning-

000. 
R. H. Thomas, former manager 


of the export firm, is being sought by 
the police. 
The B'owers firm failed shortly 


after the arrest of Kretzmer, and 
Thomas Blowers, its head, is said to 
be a brother-in-law of Thomas. 


Mrs Zapf testified concerning the

Spring Festival 


-T^anvllle in to have a groat May 


J(iii<Nr Festival of two days. May 2nd, 
and 3rd. 
The Philadelphia orchestra.- con- 


sidered by Bom«> musical critics nu- 
perior to many of those engaged in 
musical festivals in all parts of the 
country, will bo engaged for the in- 
Ntrumentatlon 
and 
accompaniment 
work. 


At least four singers of high repu- 
tation as artists—a soprano, a tenor. 
R baritone-basso and a contralto—will 
fee engaged for the solo work and 
leading parts In tho operatic or ora- 
torio portions of the program. 
A lo- 
ral mixed chorus ot approximately 
100 voices will be dlligfntly trained 
from now until the festival to con- 
tribute the choral 
portions 
of 
the 


two-day program. 
In fact, a chorus 


of 75 or 80 voices has been under di- 
rection and rehearsal here every week 
for several months and has already,at- 
tained a Trtgh state of efficiency. ' 
The May Musical Festival wan as- 


sured yesterday when the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Young Men's Busi- 
ness Club and the Danville Choral 
Society practically agreed to under- 
write it, and a preliminary orfeanlza- 
lion was formed embracing represen- 
tatives of many influential local or- 
sranlzations to finance and boost the 
project in every way. Two evening 
concerts and a matinee are to be pto- 
virted for, and the Ridge Street Tab- 
rrnacle has been tentatively secured 
as a hall. Thjs has a seating capaci- 
ty of 2.500 to 3,000. without crowd- 
ing, and Its acoustics have been ap- 
proved by speakers snd by some sing- 
ers and 
instrumentalists. 
The projectors and promoters of 


the festival have conservatively fig- 
ured on the sale of 500 season tickets, 
(series of thrtfe concerts), at $5.00, 
500 more at $4, and 500 more at S3 
This would .take but three-fifths or 
possibly only one-half .the seating 
capacity of the 
tabernacle, 
leaving 


opportunity for the sale of 1,000 to 
1.500 single tickets at prices to be 
agreed upon and announced. With 
no allowance for admission to single 
concerts, it is estimated that approxi- 
mately $0,000 would be raised by tho 
sale of the 1.500 tickets for the series. 
On that basis, the charge for admis- 
sioo will be far less than those charg- 
ed in most of the smaller cities which 
have been holding these Spring festi- 
vals, such as Spartanburg, Greens- 
boro and other cities. 
In figuring on the financing of the 
project, it was estimated that a great 
soprano could be engaged for $600 
for the three-concert 
Aeries, that a 


famous tenor could be secured for the 
same amount, a. baritone-basso (prob- 
ably Mr. Patten, at $400 and a con- 
tralto at S250. 
The tabernacle can 
be secured for the concert series at 
the nominal cost of lighting, cleaning 
and preparation, it was said. 
The decision to have the May Music 
Festival was reached unexpectedly to 
many yesterday, the matter having 
been hurriedly decided in order to act 
in conjunction with the city of Greens- 
boro and secure 
the
